r. The above case had just been nicely se¬ 
cured by the gossip-mongers, when a rumor 
was set afloat that Hon. M. Bowell was to 
be married on the 15th to Mrs. E. S. D.

Mrs. Stevenson fee.a her position very 
keenly, but b ing ot a weak, nervous tem¬ 
perament, is not inclined to go into cour-. 
Her friends, however, say that such must 
be done—that Bowell must be made to 
smart severely for liis shameful conduct. 
It is hoped in the interest of womanhood 
such will bo the case. He may gouway on 
his British Columbia trip with the idea 
that the affair will all blow over before his 
return, but upon his arrival in Ontario 
again he mav find it different. 

Who 1 h Mrs. Stevenson ?
